Jim Donnelly followed 
into the ring, the very picture of health. He 
weighed 133 pounds, was as brown as u berry, 
and diiln't curry an ounce of Huperiluoua 
tlesh. "Tiuio11 was called and they com- 
menced the tug of war. 


I*1!rst i-ound—Botli were very cautious aa 


Uiey stopped towards each other. 
They 


spurred scientifically, tho Ohio man display- 
ing wonderful skill. Gillospio, by a clever 
foimtor got one honw on Jim's sneezer, but 
Jimmy gave him heavy interest in return.

Donnelly got another terrific 
righthander borne ou Qillosple's right side 
and sent him to grass. 


From this to tho thirtieth round Donnelly 


began to hold Ills man. Each were getting 
fearfully punished and cut.

THE EVENT OF THE DAY. 


The event of Monday was tho secret caucus 


of tlio New York delegation. From tho timo 
that the Democratic stato convention of New 
York met at Saratoga, throe weeks ago, 
both tho adherents of Flower and Clove- 
luud had claimed 
a 
majority 
of tho 


state delegation, and tlio pretenses had boon 
kept up assiduously until tlio caucus, each 
faction refusing to give names or exact 
figures. The caucus, of course, would dis- 
pel any illusion and develop tho naked truth. 
Hence thero was an unusual degree of inter- 
est attached to the proceedings of Monday. 
The corridor in front of tho main parlor 
where tlio New York delegation holds forth 
was crowded with groups of delegates, who 
diseussi'd tho situation or tried to gain 
admission. Two of Pinkerton's men guarded 
the entrance, 
and 
admitted 
none but 


delegates. Tho timo set for the caucus was 
11 o'clock, but tho delegates wero tardy in ap- 
pearance. By 11:20 all wore present except 
J. 1). Lane, of tho Thirty-first district, and 
Brastus Corning, of tho Nineteenth.. Tho 
latter was represented by his alternate, J. A. 
McCanll, Jr., but the absence of Lane caused 
another delay of fifteen minutes. 
The inter- 


mission was tilled out with speech-making in 
the interest of "harmony" by tho Cleveland 
men, 
while Senator Thomas F. Grody, John 


Kelly otid William Purcoll spoke against tho 
attitude of tho Cleveland mon. 


At 11:33 the caucus was called to ordor by 


Daniel Manning, chairman of the stato com- 
mittee. Immediately John Kclley was on his 
eot, and moved a resolution contemplating 
the repeal of tho unit rule, which was de- 
clared to bo out of order, tho ofllcial business 
beforu tho meeting being a resolution to pre- 
sent tho name of Governor Cleveland to the 
convention. This resolution was taken up, 
and an informal ballot was ordered, which 
resulted in Cleveland receiving 47 votes; 
Flower, :3; Bayard, S. Tho first formal bal- 
lot gave the snino result. At tho second bal- 
lot all tho followers- of Flower but ono de- 
serted him, aud cost their votes for cither 
Bayard or Slocum Thu ballot stood: Clove- 
land, 47; Sloniim, 15; Bayard, U; (tho Tam- 
many, delegation); Flower, 1; (J. C. Jacobs). 


John Kelly rouuwed' his motion to abolish 


the unjt ruK>, but Seaator Jacobs, although 


many is not. It is tho people. They voice it. 
They declare t'ant they will not support 
Cleveland. Hen in Now York entirely re- 
moved from Tammany influences declare it. 
Meii-I know who know nothing of our politi- 
cal differences, v.-ho caro nothing for 'John 
Kelly,' or for Tammany, doclaro that they 
will uot voto for Cleveland.
